Lindsell, at the Summary Court 
yesterday, on the. ground that the 
wwtong person) had been named as 
defendant, i . 

Appearing for the plaintiffs, Mr. 
D. McCallum suid that he had only 
just been instructed, but during the 
.thme he had .at his disposal he had 
come to the conclusion thot the action 
in Its present form was entirely 

. misconceived, ° 

The reason was because the 
Church, belng an Angiican institu. 
tlon, was vested in the Bishop of 
Hongkong, and this belng sé he should 
have been sucd Instead of the “poor, 
unfortunate Vicar.” : 

_Mr. McCallum then asked. His 
Lordship's permission to substitute the 
name of the Bishop as the defendant, 
or to have the action non-sulted so 
that fresh procecdings could. be 

“taken. The defence was that the 
claim being ‘against the Church, the 
Church should have been sued; the 
benches, whicli formed the subject of 
the claim, were rejected because they 
were not of the. quality desired or not 
according to sumple; and the plaintiif 
firm had been dissolved or had ceased 
to carry on business at the tlme the 
writ. was Issued. P 

Regarding the last polnt, Mr. Mc- 
Callum “said the plaintiff! firm was 0 
partnership ond the partners could 
bring the uctlon” under their own 

‘nomes. If the nction was declared 
non-sulted und a new writ Issued, 
the defence would not be prejudiced 
In the slightest, for the Vicar would 
in any event be called to give 
evidence os it was he who placed the 
order, Therefore, he would like to 
know If the defence would be will- 
Ing to accept service . of the fresh 
‘proceedings there -and-then-in- order 
to save the costs. 

Mr. A, cl Arculli replicd that he 
could not aceept service as he was 
not representing the Bishop, and 
suggested that the best way would 
be to decinre the action nonesuited. 
When the case was first mentioned 
in Mays he warned Mr, Russ, who 
'was then acting for the plaintiffs, 
that he was sulng the wrong person, 
but Mr, Russ thought he was right. 

His Lordship ordered the writ to 
be struck and with permission for 
plaintiffs to issue fresh proceedings 
naming the Bishop us defendant.

Charlotteville, Virginia, July 4. 

Commander” Leland ‘P. Lovette, 
President Chief of the Navy Depart- 
ment, addressed to the Institute of 
Public Affairs n fighting speech in 
whlch he reviewed the United States’ 
naval policy and paid a tribute to the 
programme of increased preparedness 
of the United States Navy, which In 
any future war will immediately take 
the offensive, 

The spenker recalled that the 
popular polls showed 85 per cent, of 
the citizens approved of the Navy's 
increase under the -defence pro- 
Hramme. He satd the Navy had re- 
celyed hundreds of Ictters indleating 
that such approval was based first on 
the understanding that there must be 
no Munich ngreement here; secgndly, 
that others had observed the con- 
quest of Manchurla, Ethiopia, the 
absorption of Austria by Germany 
and the disintegration of Czecho- 
Slovakin, while many are alarmed 
over China where Amercja could look 
back on more than a century of 
commercial, missionary and educa- 
tlonal activity; thirdly,- some  be- 
cause “we can count no longer on the 
support‘of the Britlsh Navy helping 
to maintain the Monroe Doctrine,” 

Commander Lovette caustlenlly re- 
ferred to the recent events In Europe 
and the Far Eust. 

“Some powerful Nghting machines, 
by the exercise of power politics, 
have achieved their objectives with- 
out bluadshed,” he sald, 

“No man can predict with certainty 
when the next move in international 
blackmail will occur on the confused 
ch board of world polities. It ts 
1 few men hold the 
seales deciding hether the great 
Powers will again fight. We know 
how and why Czecho-Slovakia was 
ground by the tron heel of militarism. 
We understand what is happening in 
China. We: know that pructically 
every post-war treaty, pact or ojireee 
ment has been violated. Why should 
we repose confidence in the signed 
and spoken word of certain States?” 

Reviewing the effects of the 
Washington Treaty; he pointed out 
that the United States curtailed the 
ambitions of the naval building pro- 
gramme becouse ft was believed that 
a stable situation had been created 
in the Far East by the Nine-Power 
Treaty und the Four-Power Pact, de- 
signed to prevent the partition of 
China, preserve the open door, and, 
of course, leave Japunese sea power 
supreme In the Western Pacific. 

But what were the results? Japan's 
occupation of Manchuria In 1931, at- 
tack on Shanghai in 1932, North China 
In 1937 and another bloody siexze to- 
day in China by Japan with 3,000- 
000 soldiers fighting over a long line, 
with __indiscriminute bombing of 
civilians and foreign property “a Tre= 
quent occurrence and the position of 
Britain, the United States and even 
France In the Far East, debatable. 

“Admiral Yarnell with a small 
naval force is still protecting our 
property wheneven and whenever 
possible,” he said. 

“Great questions must be poscd,” 
he sald.. “Do we propose to stay in 
the Orient? If we do our sea power 
will help to keep us there.” 

Discussing the Navy's strategy in 
the event of war, he believed that 
Guam, the Philippines ond = Alaska 
would be dependent entirely on the 
United States’ sea power's ability to 
support the forces In the respective 
areas. : 

Commander Lovette concluded that

AMERICA’S 
NEED FOR. 
NAVY IN © 
FAR EAST 


Charlotteville, Virginia, July 4. 

Commander Leland. P, Lovette, 
President Chief of the Navy Depart- 
ment, addrensed to the Institute of 
Publlc Affalrs a fighting speech in 
which he reviewed the United States' 
naval policy and paid a-tribute to the 
programme of increased preparedness 
of the United States Navy, which in 
ony future war will Immedintely take 
the offensiye,. y 

The speaker recalled that the 
popular polls showed 85 per cent. of 
the citlzéns npproved of .the Navy's 
Increase under the defence -pro- 
gramme. He sald the Navy had re- 
eelved hundreds of Ictters indicating 
that auch approval was based first on 
the understanding that there must be 
no Munich agreement here; accondly, 
that others had observed the con- 
quest of Manchurin, Ethlopia, the 
absorption of Austria by Germany 
and the = disintegration of Czcecho- 
Slovakin, while mauny -are alarmed 
over China where Amercja could Jook 
buck on more than a century of 
commerclal, missionary and educa 
tional activity; thirdly, some 
ciuse “we can count no longer on the 
support of the British Navy helping 
to maintain the Monroe Doctrine, 

Commander Lovette caustically re- 
ferred to the recent events in Europe 
and the Far East. : 

“Some powerful fighting machines, 
by the exercise of power  polltics, 
have achieved. thelr objectives with- 
out bloodshed," he sald, 

“No man can predict with certainty 
when the noxt move in international 
blackmail will occur on the confused 
chess board of world politics. It {s 
un era of Cacsurs; a few men hold the 
seales deciding whether the great 
Powers will again fight. We know 
how and why Czccho-Slovalia was 
ground by the iron heel of militarism, 
We understand what Is happening in 
China... We know that practically 
every: post-war treaty, pact or agrees 
ment has been violated. Why shauld 
we repose confidence in the sitned 
and spoken word of certain States?” 

Reviewing the cffects of the 
Washington ‘Treaty, he pointed out 
that the United States curtafled the 
umbittgns of the naval building pro- 
gramme because it was believed that 
a statie situation had been ereated 
In the Far East by the Nine-Power 
Treaty and the Four-Power Pact, de- 
signed, to prevent the partition of 
Chino, preserve the open door, and, 
of course, lenve Japanese sea power 
supreme in the Western Pacific,

tack on Shanghal in 1932, North Chinu 
jn 1037 and another bloody siege t 
day in Chinu by Japan: with 3,000-

The principles of retrenchment 
and economy will be Kept ‘up by the

thing more, namely, to put the goods 
on na ship; and, thls postponcs the 
jpassing of the property until the 
‘goods are shipped by the seller’. 

After referring to othe thorities 
ion the point, His Lordship continued: 
“In the present case it Is admitted 
that the goods were never shipped 
and that therefore the essential ship- 
ping documents never come into 
existence, What -then is the Seller's 
remedy against thé Buyer? I am 
satisfied that the property in the 
goods the subject matter of the con- 
tract had not‘pnssed to the buyer, 
and the count on which the defendant 
appellant founds his set-off docs not 
Ue.

Mr. Justice Fraser Concurs 

Mr, Justice Fraser snid: “I have 
hod the advantage of reading the- 
judgment which has just been de- 
Ulvered by the. learned Chief Justice, 
with which I agree. 

“Sct-of is a creation of statute 
governed by section 3 (3) of the 
Law Amendment Ordinance, No. 2 
of 1001, which closely follows the 
terms of scetion 39 of the Judicature 
Act, 1925, and by Order XIX, rule

Broadcast To U.S. | 


CHUNGKING, July 5. 


CHINA’S deep appreciation of the happy friendly reldtions 
existing between her and the United States, and of the infpiration 
‘and assistance the United States has ‘given in the task of rebuilding 
and modernization was emphasised by Dr. H. H. Kung, President 
.of the Executive Yuan, and Minister of Finance, ‘in a broadcast 
to Amcrica from Chungking yesterday on the anniversary of the 
American Declaration of Independence. 


Following Is the text of Dr. Kung’s 
broadcast: 

I nm happy to be able to speak 
to the people of America on this 
memorable occasion, the 163rd annl- 
versary of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. On behulf of the people 
of China I extend {to you our’ most 
hearty congratulations «and best 
wishes for your ever yrowing pros- 
perlty. ‘ 

It Is fitting that all liberal spirits 
of the world should celebrate the 
birth of the great American Re- 
public. The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence not only proclaimed the 
supreme principles of human liberty 
and equality; it also brought into 
belng a great nation which, through 
Its high idealism and rare vitality, 
has contributed as much as any 
nation has ever contributed -to the 
progress of mankind ond the promo- 
tlon of world peace ond order, 
Impetus To Modern Democracy 

The birth of your nation gave 
great Impetus to the growth 
modern’ democracy. The history of 
your people Is Ailed with the greatest 
romance of human endcavours—roe 
mance of.the pioncer, romance of the 
frontier, romance of the machine 
age, romance of modern business and 
industry, romance of.the rise of the 
common man to power and, above 
all, romance of the making of human 
life richer and more worthwhile. 
The-wonder{ul_progress_.yout__have_ 
made in your. national life testifies 
to the high levels to which human 
fe can be elevated if all the world 
can have the good fortune of pur- 
sulng peace and happiness os you 
do«ln the United States. The signi- 
ficant role you have played in the 
enuncintion of the “Open Door” doc- 
trine, the conelusion of the Nine 
Power Treaty. the signing of the 
Kellogg-Brland Anti-War Pact and 
in the achievement of other Jand- 
marks of history, has won for your 
nation an undisputed leadership in 
world affairs nnd the honogr of a 
chompion of all that Is noble and 
beautiful in international life. 

In celebrating to-day’s occasion 
with you, I cannot clafm to speak in 
the volcc of the Chinese pcoplo 
I do not reassure you of our cep 
appreciation of tho happy friendly 
relations always existing. between 
our two peoples and of tho bospira- 
tlon and assistance you have given 
us In otr task of rebullding and 
modernization.. Whether In trade, 
education’ and culture, development 
of freo institutions, or the realm of 
international affairs, America has 
been Chinna’s friend and leader, 

Material Aid To China 

Recently, through your Governe 
ment's arrangements for silver Dure 
chases from China and for extending 
Yoans and credits to China, you have 
helped materlally in the maintenance 
of our financial and currency stabl- 
uty. And now, through your abund- 
ant sympathy and moral support in 
our d{stress, your valuable services 
in our war rellef work, and your 
positive co-operation in our hour of 
need, you have afforded us great en- 
couragement in our stubborn defense 
of tree institutions, The “Chinese 
people thank you for your traditional 
friendship, a friendship born of 
kindred ‘idealg and convictlons and 
bullt on tbe close community of in- 
terests dear and vital to both peoples. 

Perhups some of you who are now 
in my invisible audience will recall 
that two years ago it was my happy 
privilege to participate in your,own 
Jand In eclebrating the Glorious 4th 
of July. That day. broke upon o 
happler world than the world of this 
day,-for to-day wars-and rumours 
of wars disturb us all, The noble 
aspirations expressed in the Declara- 
tion of Independence as well as in 
those solemn international agreements 
which your country and mine both 
espouse, have now unhappily recelv~ 
ed a great setback from o fresh re~ 
leace ‘of the forces -of war’ and 
aguression “(na ‘large’ part . of. tha’ 
world.

say “No”. Japan's reign of terror 
cannot break our morale; It cannot 
kill our national soul; !t only hardens 
our will te resist. -Irne, the inade- 
qQuacy of our mechanical equipment 
forces us to fight against great 
odds. But we have the grim de- 
termination to fight to tho bitter end. 
For two ycars wo havo fought stub 
bornly, and havo exploded the myth 
of Japan's invinciblilty, For any 
number of years wo will continuo to 
Aght until Japan realizes that China 
cannot be conquered and until China 
emerges from this great cruel war a 
nation free and reborn. 

We are confident that ultimate vice 
tory shot be ours, because we iknow 
that right and justice are on our side, 
We ore fighting for the inallenable 
rights of human liberty and equality. 
We are fighting for our “good earth,” 
for our sacred homes, for our rich 
heritage, for ‘our peaceful progress. 
We are fighting for our natlonal ex- 
istence and Independence. a 

More than that, we are fighting for 
a cause that is the cause of civilized 
mankind. We are fighting against 
the menace of international gang- 
sterism, the public enemy No, 1 ‘of 
international security, We are 
fighting against the epldemic of 
aggression, the disturber of world 
pence and order.
